The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the direct drive must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

The amendment filed 8-8-03 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: the amendment to the 
drawing, the block being a back stop and the direct drive. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. No support can be found in the original disclosure 
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that the gear mechanism can be blocked via a backstop or that the block is a backstop. 
Also, no support can be found for "a direct drive." 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. It 
is not seen how the backstop means allows for disconnection of the metering motor 
from the spindle during the injection operation. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The phrase "is blocked" is indefinite since it is unclear how blocking occurs. Is the 
(back) stop providing support or keeping something in place so as to restrict 
movement? 

Claims 6-9 would be allowable if the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, first and 
second paragraphs set forth in this Office action are overcome and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed 8-8-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue the change to the substitute specification filed 1 1-26-01 
does not add new matter since it is only correcting a translation of the priority document. 
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However, the priority document cannot be relied upon since it was not incorporated by 
reference. See MPEP 608.01 (p). * 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
